Penguins are birds that have heavy feathers, plus a layer of fat. Penguins 
need a lot of insulation to stay warm. They live in the coldest part of the 


world! 


Another thing penguins do to stay warm is huddle together. When you 
see a picture of penguins in the Antarctic, they’re usually standing 
together in groups to share each other's body heat. | 


Bees crowd closer together during the cold as well. They 
bunch together on top of their honeycombs and move 


fast to keep each other warm. 


Some animals, like polar bears and arctic foxes, have 
fur on the bottom of their feet. This lets them walk on 
the snow and ice without getting cold. 
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Baby animals, including human babies, are born 
with an extra layer of fat. The fat is used in 
making body heat. 


Sheep have wool to keep them 
warm. People make clothing out 
of wool to keep themselves warm.
